At the reception to the prelates 
that followed the ((uiffri Ihk of the 
pallium on Archbishop Hleiik. at New 
Orleans last week, tliere was a dis- 
tinguished Katherlng. Oue o( the 
most eloquent and feeling addresses 
mwn bMurd In the CreMsnt City was 
tkat of ConcraMmu lUudall, who 
lyoko In part m tollowt: 

"As we read the etory of the lut 
forty-six years — the most eventful, 
enlightened and progressive period In 
the history, not only of our own coun- 
try, bnt of the glolic we find the 
Dome of .lames, Cardinal (iibbons. on 
Its brightest pages, and In the very 
highest rank, as priest, bishop, cardi- 
nal, author, ■tateaman, and patriotic 
American eltlien: ever In the lead, 
and eror doing food to hla eountry 
and to hli fellow>men, Oathollea and 
Bon-Cathollcs. It is a long record of 
years since the young levite was or- 
dained a i)rlest of Ctod, In July, 1861, 
nearly foriy-nlx years ago; and It has 
been a continuous succession of duty 
done and honor gained ever since. 
Bishop of North Carolina at the age 
of thirty-four years, bUhoji of Rich- 
mond at thirty-eight, archbishop of 
Baltimore at forty-three, and cardi- 
nal at flfty-iwo; forty-six years a 
priest. Iliiriy-nliu' years a bishop, 
twenty-one years ;i ( urdlnal. and ever 
doing his Master's work with the 
greatest seal, the highest Intelligence 
and the broadest stateamanohip; a 
churchman of whom every Catholic 
on earth is proud, and a citiaen of the 
United Btatea whom every American 
dollghta to honor. 

"I saw him at the World's Parlia- 
ment of Religions in Chicago nearly 
fourteen years ago. siirrounded by 
representatives, ministers, priests and 
prelates of every religion on our 
planet. It was an Intensely Interest- 
ing, a distinguished, a brilliant 
throng. Leaders of religious thought 
from every country of the world were 
there, to apeak tor their own systems 
In a spirit of love and amity to 
othera. to promote good fellowship 
and exchange ideas. Such a night 
was never seen on earth before, since 
the morning stars ilrst sang together 
at creation's dawn, nor ever since; 
and the man <>l' nidsi magnet ii' pi>''- 
sonallty. whose address ultraded 
most attention, for its eloquence, its 
wUe charity to all. Its comprehensive 
feUtesmanship, and ita able detenae of 
his own reltgion, was our gaeat of 

,tbia evening, the Cardinal Arehbtahop 

'tt Baltimore. 

"Our Catholic ancestors played an 
Important part In creating the re- 
public, and the most conspicuous In- 
stance In history of religious freedotn 
in the early days was In the Catholic 
province of Maryland, over which our 
dIsiliiKtilshed guest has bo long, so 
suoessfully and so honorably pre- 
sided as Its archbishop. Under the 
benign rule of Its founder the Cath- 
olic Lord Baltimore, religtoui freo- 
4om waa •atabllahed in Maryland 
•bout K40, and all of those who 
were persecuted in Maaaachusettg. 
Virginia and the othar colonies, on 
account of tlielr religious faith, wer» 
rordlallv Invllicl to .Maryland, and 
guaranteed the right to worship ac- 
cording to their own consciences. 
This WHS v« r^ r. iiiarkable when w.i 
consider hoa intolerant the world of 
that day wuh, and the bittor religious

The Rome eorrespundent of the 
New York Times <-al)le.s that pajicr 
that Miinsignor Francis Bourne, 
Arcliliisii,,), ,,f Westminster, London, 
Is in Itome, and aooerding to reports 
la circulation la hare *Ho (igfat 
America.*' It aeeaM that, from re- 
porta which have reached him. at 
the next consistory there will be 
only one .\n(rlo-Saxon Cardinal, and 
<if course till- Ari'lililsliop from iiiixcd 
feeling's of patriotism and national- 
ity, and possibly of personal ambi- 
tion, would like to o|>taIn tliat single 
red hat, riiould it bw deatlned to rest 
on an Englii^h head. 

He and his friends have abundant 
arguments to sustain his cause. Kng- 
iand lins now been without any mem- 
ber in the Sacred College since the 
death of Cardinal Vaugban in June, 
1908. They point out the necessity 
for the Catholic Church in England 
to have a high dignitary, in order to 
maintain her prestige and influence, 
which practically means that there is 
no one but Mgr. Bourne who can be 
thus honored, as the other candidate 
who has often been mentioned, the 
learned Benedictine, Abbot Francis 
Aldan Oaaquaa, would have to be 
ailed to Rome as a Cardinal of the 
Curia, to which the. Pontiff objects, 
as he thinks that the Cardinals living 
in Rome are already too many and 
weigh too much on the finances of 
the Holy See, from which they draw 
their salary. 

Archbishop Bourne also hints that 
his elevation to the imrplc Ucin;r de- 
layed places him in a diffiiul! posi- 
tion, he appcariiifr as tlnmttli be were 
not fit for thi' place, .\inon!,'- his 
predecessors, Mgr. Wiseman was ap- 
pointed \rchbish(. ,.*•«".: Westminster 
■ M September Is.'iO, ami i rcafcd 

Cardinal the ncM day, while .\lf;r. 
Vaugban was nominated to the 
Xrehpishopric on Ajiril w. IsO'J, and 
entered the Sacred College nine 
nontlis later. .Mtliough these are 
not precedents, still it. becomes quite 
marked that Mgr. Bourne, who was 
the first Archpishop appointed by 
the present Pope on September 2. 
1903, four years later has not yet 
received the red hat. 

Hte friends furthermore argue that 
\merloa, having already one Cardinal, 
loea not need another, especially as 
there are already two Irish Cardinals 
In the persons of Michael Logne, 
Ardibishop of Armagh, and Patrick 
Moran. Archbishop of Sydney, so 
that the appointment of whatever 
ecclesiastic that is now prominent in 
the American hierarchy would in 
reality mean another Trisliman in 
the Sacred College, as all the eandi' 
dates In the I'nited States, su. h as 
Mgrs. Farley, Ireland, liyaii. i t.- , are 
either Irish born or of Irish parent- 
age. 

Tlie object of Mgr. Bourne, how- 
ever, may be defeated. It must not 
be forgotten that when Mgr. 
Vaughan died, Leo XIII. was atlll 
alive, and the list sent to the Con- 
gregation of the Propaganda for the 
choice of his succcasor contained, be- 
sides Mgr. Bourne's name, that of 
Raphael Merry del Val, then a almple 
prelate, but President of the Acad- 
emv of Noble Eecleaiaatlea here. 
Agitation was started among English 
Catholics to oppose the appointment 
of Merry del viu. and it was supposed 
tlMit Mgr. Bonma, who was then 
BUhop of flouthwark. had consld- 
erabto part In It. although it was led 
bv the Duke of Norfolk, protesting 
against the mere idea of having for 
Archbishop of Westminster a prelate 
who, although born in London, was 
a Snaalab sobjaot and the aon of a 
SpaaMh di ptoaiat.

The declaration issued by his ICml- 
nence Cardinal Logue and the 
Bishops of Waterford, Down and 
Connor, on behalf of the Iriah 
Bishops, on the aubject of the uni- 
versity measure promised by tha 
Oovernment. aata at raat all doubt aa 
to tha attitude of the Irish episco- 
pacy on the subject, and Is entirely 
satlatactory as affording promise of 
the impending agreeable settlement 
of this long-standing grievance of 
Irish Catholics. We can not do bet- 
ter than quote a few paragraphs from 
this important declaration. 

The emphatic and oxpUelt contra- 
diction by tha prnaaat Chief Secretary 
of tha mlachlevoua aamtton that the 
QoTMvmant had reeolved to postjwne 
to another session of Parliament the 
introduction of their bill dealing 
with this question has been a further 
assurance to us of the earnestnesa 
and good faith of the Covernment. 
and we are now full of hope that be- 
fore the end of this j ear we shall see 
a provision made for higher educa- 
tion in Ireland that win give thla 
country a freah atart in life, and a 
chance of reallaing the hopes of prog- 
ress which recently have been atlr- 
ring among us. 

As to the particular plan of re- 
form on which the Oovernment has 
resolved to proceed, it Is, In our opin- 
ion, quite possible, within the general 
outline of that plan, to meet substan- 
tially the claims that we have re- 
peatedly put forward on behalf of the 
Catholic body in Ireland, and at the 
same time make suitable provision 
for the general educational Interests 
of the country. We and the Catholic 
body In Ireland, whose interests we 
have advocated all through, are con- 
scious of the justice of our full claim 
to a university which wouTS b»-in — 
harmony with our religious beliefs 
and sentiments, and bo governed on 
Catholic principles: but we are not 
blind to the fact that the legislation 
for which we look has to come from 
a Parliament that is overwhelmingly 
Protestant, and that will naturally 
have regard to the principles which 
have determined Its action in similar 
cases for i'rotestants. A Parliament 
which is largely Protestant, establish- 
ing a s.\stem of university education 
for a predominantly Catholic nation, 
constitutes a state of things in which 
compromise Is essential to a settle- 
ment, and It Is in that sense that we 
have stated that we and our Catholic 
fellow-countrymen are prepared to 
accept less than the full claim to 
which we should be Justly entitled. 

"On the suppoaiUon. then, that the 
(iovernment gives us an adequate and 
worthy scheme on any one of the 
three plans which we put before the 
recent Royal Commissions, we for our 
part shall be prepued to accept It as 
tin.il. and as the settlement. In our 
time, of the Irish university qnes- 
tlon. Of course, neither ue nor aii>- 
one elae can forsee what the natural 
development of inatitutions may 
bring with it, but on the eonditton 
just stated, as far as we are con- 
cerned, we shall eonalder the Cath- 
olic grie value aa removed, and the 
whole (inestlon closed. 

"We would, however, most ear- 
nestly plead with the Covernment 
for Immediate .leilon. The peojile 
of this country have so often seen 
their hopes dashed that anv postpone- 
ment, following on the striking pro- 
nouncementa by which Ministers of 
the Crown have, evidently of aat pur- 
pose, concentrated public opinion on 
this question, would cause grave dis- 
appointment, and if, by mischance, 
the final settlement was lost through 
delay, there would of necessity be a 
strong revulsion of feeling among 
our fellow-count rymen " 

Appended to the declaration is a 
resolution thanking the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party for "their invaluable 
advocacy of the clalma of the Iriah 
people gi the matter of higher edu- 
action." and expressing confidence 
that the party will lose no opportun- 
ity of pushing those claims without 
delay to a satisfactory conclusion. 
Bo many people had entertained 
doubt as to whether the Liberal pro-
